REPORT FROM THE EXECUTIVE 


Four Executive Meetings were held between 26th January and 29th 
April. 


The Society suffered a grievous loss in the death of the foundation 
Honorary Secretary, Dr. A.W.S. May on 2nd April. Members of the Executive 


record their profound regret at the death of an able colleague and their deep 


appreciation of the significant contribution made by Dr. May to the 
administrative procedures which have put our newly formed Society on a 
functional basis. 


The principal business and decisions of Executive Meetings were 
as follows: 


Hon, Secretary. Acting under Clause 24 of the Provisional Constitution, the 


Executive at its meeting on 29th April appointed Mr. H.A. Standfast to this 
office. 


Hon. Assistant Secretary. Acting under Clause 214A of the Provisional 


Constitution, the Executive decided to appoint a member as Assistant Secretary 
to help members of the Executive with routine matters, and at its meeting on 


29th April appointed Mr. T.A. Weir to this position. 
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Membership. Bleven new members were elected and one died. The total 
membership at 29th April was 321. 


One distinguished retired entomologist (Miss J.W. Raff) accepted 
the Executive's invitation to become a foundation member at the rates set 
for retired members. 


One student member applied for and was granted a remission of 
Subscription. 


Finance. At 29th April the Credit Balance was $1,507.19, 261 members had 
paid their subscriptions for 1965 (42 still rtetandine) and 123 had paid 
for 1966. Subscription notices were sent to those in arrears at the end 
of April. 


A possible effect on the Bupeetan of delay in metednit of 
Subscriptions is noted below. 


Hon. Auditor. Mr, L.N. Livingston, F.A.5.A., University of Queensland 
Bursar, was appointed Hon. Auditor until the First Annual General Meeting. 


News Bulletin. Volume 2, Part 1 was produced entirely in Sydney and was 
posted to members on 2nd March. 


Registration of the Bulletin for transmission through the post 
as a periodical has been requested and if granted will effect a considerable 
saving on postage. A requirement for registration is that 75%-of the 
copies go to bona fide (i.e. financial) subscribers and it is possible that 
registration may be delayed until this proportion of 1966 subscriptions are 
paid. 


One institution has commenced subscription to the News Bulletin. 


First Annual General Meeting, Melbourne, January, 1967. The following 


Committee of local members was appointed and has full rasponsibility for 
arrangements for the scientific meetings:— Mr. T.W. Hogan, Dr. R.E. Blackith, 
Dr. G. Ettershank, Mr. D. Adams, This committee was given power to co-opt 
other members. 


Journal. A Special Meeting of the Entomological Society of Queensland on 
19th April altered the Society's constitution concerning publication and 

empowered its Council to negotiate and complete the merger of J. ent. Soc. Qd. 
with J. Aust. ent. Soc. 


It is planned that J. Aust. ent. Soc. Vol. 1 will be published in 
1967 in two parts, Part 1 in June and Part 2 in December. No great change 
in policy from J. ent. Soc. Qd. is proposed at this stage, except that it is 
planned to publish the individual papers presented at the Annual Meeting and 
also the Symposium held in conjunction with Section D of A.N.Z.A.A.5. 
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Stationery. Headed stationery and envelopes and a set of addressograph 
plates of members were obtained. 


By-laws. It was decided to promulgate in the May News Bulletin with 
slight amendments and additions, by-laws which had been on trial for 
several months and had proved satisfactory. 


Unfinancial Members. Those who have not paid by 30th June are reminded 


that they will not thereafter be entitled to nominate new members, nor 
to receive the News Bulletin. 


ALAN MAY AND THE AUSTRALIAN ENTOMOLOGICAL SOCIETY 


Only the Officers of our Society have had the opportunity to 
know how much Alan May, as its Foundation Honorary Secretary, has 
contributed to its progress. The Provisional Executive was charged 
with the responsibility of planning and implementing the details of 
administration which have put the Society on a functional basis. Most 
of this was done at its first six meetings and at the first Officers’ 
meeting, which were held before he became ill, and at which he played 
his full part in discussions and decisions. Though he subsequently missed 
several meetings he was able to attend an Executive meeting as recently 
as lOth March. The secretarial procedures were initiated by him on 
characteristically sound and methodical lines, but there was nothing cold 
and impersonal about his efficiency, and the warmth of his friendly 
personality and his feeling for entomology are evident in the letters 
that he wrote on the Society's behalf. 


His wife has written: "In his last months I do not think any 
part of his work gave Alan more pleasure than his association with the 
Australian Entomological Society and he took a real pride in his connection 
with it. It had long been his desire to promote entomology in Australia, 
T am sure he did not begrudge one scrap of the giving of the diminished 
amount of energy he had to this cause and I am grateful for the satisfaction 
and happiness it gave him. That the Society should continue in strength 
and become a significant national establishment would be his greatest wish".

AUSTRALIAN ENTOMOLOGICAL SOCIETY BY-LAWS 


NOTE. The following By-laws were approved by the Provisional 
Executive on 23 September, 1965 (except "Executive - par. 7" approved 
14 April, 1966). They were circulated to Councillors and have operated 
satisfactorily during a trial period. In accordance with Clause 21 of 
the Provisional Constitution they are now promulgated to members and are 
subject to ratification by the next meeting of the Council. 
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OFFICERS. 


Officers! meetings shall be held when requested by the President or 
by the Honorary Editor, or when considered necessary by the Executive. 


The President, or in his absence the Vice-President, shall preside 
at Officers' meetings. 


Decisions made at Officers' meetings from which the President is 
absent must be submitted to him for confirmation before they are acted upon. 


Quorum for an Officers' meeting shall be three. 


EXECUTIVE. 


Shall meet at least once a month, and whenever requested by one 
of its members. 


All Officers shall be notified of and may attend Executive meetings. 


Any member of the Executive, if obliged to be absent temporarily 
from Headquarters, may delegate his duties to another member of it. Conversely, 
in these circumstances, any member of the Executive may act for any other 
member. 


Quorum for an Executive meeting shall be two. 


The Vice-President and Honorary Secretary shall be ex officio 
members of all committees, 


Until the first Annual General Meeting the provisional Executive 
shall appoint Auditors, 


When Executive business requires early attention and (through 
absence or illness) a quorum of the Executive is not available, the President, 
Editor, and Regional Councillor (in that order of priority, up to the number 
required for a quorum), if resident at the same location as the headquarters 
of the Society shall be ex officio a member of the Executive for the time 
being. If a quorum cannot be thus provided, another member of the Society 
may be co-opted. Any decisions reached or actions taken by this temporary 
executive shall be subject,by the next meeting of the constitutionally 
appointed executive, te ratification. 


V ICE—PRES IDENT. 
Shall preside at Executive meetings. 


Shall consult the President on policy matters on behalf of the 
Executive. 


Shall collaborate with the Honorary Secretary in preparation of 
reports of the activities of the Executive. 
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HONORARY SECRETARY 


Shall keep a record of the names and addresses of all members 
of the Society and a record of the affiliated Societies. 


Shall make the necessary arrangements for and give due notice 
of all meetings to those entitled to attend. 


Shall keep minutes of proceedings of Officers' meetings, Executive 
meetings, Council meetings and General meetings, and of such Committee 
meetings as the Executive directs. 


Shall refer all correspondence to the Executive. 


Shall transmit to the News Bulletin Editor material for publication 
in the News Bulletin and advise him of the names and addresses of Councillors. 


Shall generally transact the routine business of the Society. 


Shall prepare reports on the Executive's activities in collaberation 
with the Vice-President. 


Shall censult the Council on policy matters on behalf of the 
Executive. 


Shall advise candidates for election of the decision of the 
Executive. 


Shall advise a Regional Counciller of the election of new members in 
his region. 


Shall advise the proposer and seconder of a rejected candidate of the 
decision of the Executive. 


HONORARY TREASURER QO 


Shall cellect and receive all moneys on behalf of the Yociety and 
deposit same in a Bank appreved by the Executive. 


Shall maintain a record of all financial transactions. 


Shall keep a record of members and affiliated societies indicating 
their current financial status. 


Shall send out notices te members re payment of subscriptions. 
Under direction from the Executive may take steps to recover arrears. 
Shall make all payments ordered by the Executive on receipt of written 


authority frem the chairman of the meeting, such payment being made by cheques 
Signed by any two members of the Executive. 
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Shall present a cash statement at each Executive meeting when all 
accounts shall be submitted for approval. 


At the end of each financial year shall submit a balance sheet 
@xamined by a duly appointed auditor. This balance sheet shall be 
circulated to members, 


NEWS BULLETIN 


A quarterly News Bulletin of general interest shall be issued in 
February, May, August and November of each year, the first in November, 1965. 


An amount of four shillings (forty cents) shall be set aside from the 
GF) annual subscription of each member and affiliated society as a subscription to 
~ the News Bulletin. 


These amounts shall be specially accounted in the annual balance sheet 
and be duly audited. 


Where it is necessary to forward copies of the News Bulletin by post, 
the copies will be posted to members at regular intervals. 


BULLETIN EDITOR 


Shall prepare the News Bulletin and arrange for its publication in 
the months stated. 


Shall publish tn the News Bulletin all items requested by the 
President or the Executive, such items to have priority over other material 
& if space is limited. 


Shall arrange for regular contributions from affiliated societies 
and Councillors, and invite contributions from members. 


May invite or accept contributions from non-members. 


Shall ensure that the cost of publication is kept within any 
financial limitations set by the Executive. 


Shall furnish to the Executive a statement of expenditure within one 
month of issue of each News Bulletin. 


Shall arrange for distribution of the News Bulletin to all entitled 
to receive it. 


Shall in accordance with Clause 34 of the Constitution refer any 
doubtful matters to the Executive. 


REGIONAL COUNCILLOR 


Shall act as lecal correspondent for the News Bulletin. 
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Shall, in consultation with the representative Councillor of 
any local affiliated society and with the approval of or following advice 
from the Executive, be responsible for organising general meetings or 
other activities in his regic... 

Shall act as liaison with local committees of ANZAAS. 


Shall report to the Secretary on all local meetings of members 
er other local activities concerning the Society. 


Where there is more than one Regional Councillor these may, with 
the approval of the Executive, apportion the abeve duties between them. 


REPRESENTATIVE COUNCILLOR OF AFFILIATED SOCIBTY 


Shall act as liaison between the Society and the affiliated 
Society. 


Shall collaborate with the Regional Councillor in organising 
general meetings or other activities in his region. 


Shall ensure that regular information about the affiliated 


society's activities is transmitted to the Honorary Secretary and Honorary 
Editor of the News Bulletin.

ENTOMOLOGISTS VISITING THE TERRITORY OF PAPUA AND NEW GUINEA 


Mr. O. Wilkes (New Zealand) and Mr. G. Lippert (U.S.A. ) joined in 
March, 1966, the Bishop Museum's Staff at the Field Station of the Museum's 
Entomology Department at Wau, New Guinea. Mr. Wilkes and Mr. Lippert plan 
to stay in the Territory for several months mainly to collect Arthropod 
parasites of Vertebrates. | 


Dr, Guy L. Bush, who worked as a Postdoctoral Fellow for some time 
at the Zoology Department of the University of Melbourne, visited the 
Territory of Papua and New Guinea in March-April, 1966. Dr. Bush collected 
Tephritidae and other flies of families of the Superfamily Tephritoidea to 
study their cytogenetics, evolution and systematics. He collected in the 
Central, Morobe, and Sepik Districts before leaving for the British Selomon 
Islands on the 16th April, 1966. Dr. Bush was accompanied by his wife. 
During their stay at Wau they stayed at the Bishop Museum Field Station. 


Miss Patricia Labine of ‘gtanferdi University (California, U.S.A.) 
visited the Territory of Papua and New Guinea in March-April, 1966 in the 
company of Dr. and Mrs. Guy L. Bush. She collected butterflies in the 
Central, Morobe and Sepik Districts to study their reproductive systems. 
Whilst at Wau, Miss Labine stayed at the Bishop Museum Field Station. 

Miss Labine's work was supported by the U.S. National Science Foundation, 


Mr. A. Catley (formerly Entomologist with the Department of 
Agriculture, Steck and Fisheries, Port Moresby, Deputy Manager of the 
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United Nations/South Pacific Commission Rhineceros Beetle Project at Apia, 
Western Samoa and Mr. R.W. Paine, Entomolegist with the Rhinoceros Beetle 
Project will study natural parasites of Dynastidae in the Western District 
of Papua in May-June, 1966. Upon conclusion of their work in the Western 
District, Mr. Paine will return to Apia and Mr. Catley will spend a longer 
period in the Territory of Papua and New Guinea collecting parasites and 
predators of dynastid beetles. Mr. Catley will conduct his research in the 


Central, Morobe, New Britain and New Ireland districts. 


Dr. R. Hornabreok, whe has been working as’a Specialist Medical 

Officer in Neurology studying various aspects of the Kuru Disease for the 
last two years in the Highlands of New Guinea, returned to his home country, 
New Zealand, early in April. Dr. Hornabrosk cellected a large number of 
rare and interesting beetles during his stay in the New Guinea Highlands, 

some of which are being worked on by overseas specialists, His material 
includes many new species, especially those collected in the Okapa sub- 
district and on Mt. Michael (12500'), 


Dr. L.R. Clark of the Division of Entomology, C.S.1I.R.O., Canberra, 
is to go overseas in June. He will visit North America and Europe and will 
be away for about four (4) months. 


Mr. LoE. Koch, Curator of Insects, Western Australian Maseum, left 
Australia in April to spend twelve months overseas on long service leave. 
During this period he will work for seven months at the British Museum 
erie.

ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING OF THE PAPUA AND NEW GUINEA SCIENTIFIC SOCIETY

At the Annual General Meeting of the Papua and New Guinea Scientific 
Society, held at Port Moresby on the 30th March, 1966, Dr. J.J.H. Szent—Ivany, 
the Retiring President, delivered his Presidential Address on "Some aspects 
of entomolegical research, with special reference to more recent history in 
Papua and New Guinea". The main topic of the address was the work of overseas 
and lecal entomologists towards a systematic fauna survey, conducted during the 
last twelve years. During this time 53 Australian and everseas entomologists 
and 10 insect geneticists visited Papua and New Guinea and the number of 
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specimens ‘coliected by them is estimated at 4-5 million specimens. A 
large number of new species was collected, some of which have been 
described in “Pacific Insects" and other journals. Four hundred and 
forty three new insect specivs were described by several authors in the 
first seven volumes of "Pacific Insects" from the Territory of Papua and 
New Guinea, Some more new species were described in the series of 
"Pacific Insects Monographs" and in other journals. Further in his 
address Dr. Sgent-Ivany listed the names of the sverseas entomologists 
and insect geneticists with the areas in which they cellected, stressed 
the importance of insect systematics of the proper identification of 
pests and their natural enemies in economic entemelogy and the 
importance of cenducting insect surveys in young, newly independent, 
developing countries where large areas of virgin land are cleared for 
the cultivation of introduced crops. In this connection he referred 
te a Resolution of the XIIth International Congress of Entomology, 
preposed by Sir Boris Uvarov. The full text of the address will be 
printed in the "Annual Report and Proceedings for 1966" of the Papua 
and New Guinea Scientific Society.

Some insects of veterinary importance are listed in this 
Research Bulletin.

STUDY OF GLYCASPIS TAYLOR (PSYLLIDAR)

the Forestry Commission of New Ssuth Wales, anticipated departing oh 4th 
April, 1966 to cellect species of the genus Glycaspis Tayler (Psyillidae) 
throughout the Commonwealth ef Australia. 


The host asseciations of the various insect species, at present 
known to occur on Eucalyptus and Melaleuca spp. only, and the distribution of 
the genus, will be critically examined.

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NEWS FROM DEPARTMENT OF ENTOMOLOGY, UNIVERSITY OF 


QUEENS LAND 


The first F.A. Perkins Prizes in Entomology were awarded this 
year on results obtained in 1965 examinations. The Junior Prize was 
divided equally between Miss S.C. Hamlyn (Science II, 1965) and Mr. RG. 
Silceck (Agriculture II, 1965) and the Senior Prize was wone by Mr. T.A. 
Weir (Science III, 1965). Mr. F.A. Perkins presented the prizes to the 
winners at the Annual General Meeting of the Entomological Society of 
Queensland on 14th March. 


The two-week courses for health inspectors in Trapping and 
identification of Mosquitoes held in the Department in January and 
February had enrolments of 13 and 16 respectively; 12 have enrolled 
for the third course at Townsville in May. "An Atlas of Common 
Queensland Mosquitoes" prepared by Dr. E.N. Marks as a manual for the 
courses deals with 23 species and includes also a short guide to 7 
species of common Queensland biting midges by Dr. E.J. Reye. Copies 
of this manual are available to interested entomologists (price $1.00). 


THE UNIVERSITY OF QUEENSLAND INSECT COLLECTION 


Heused within the Department of Entomology of the University 
of Queensland is a’ rather large insect collection and since it is felt 
that many taxonomists are unaware of its presence a short account of 
its history and contents is given below. 


The collection was begun by Mr. F.A. Perkins in 1926 when he 
was appointed the first Lecturer in Entomology in the University and 
the nucleus comprised his own private collection. His emphasis on 
field work in his teaching and hi own active collecting during 39 
years at the University stimulated and nurtured interest in building 
up a formal reference collection. Traditionally part of every 
student's entomology training has been the preparation of a classified 
insect collection and the material thus obtained is sorted annually 
ints the main collection. With the great increase in student numbers 
we now acquire over 8,000 specimens each year from this source. In 
addition considerable field werk is done by staff members with particular 
emphasis on mercury vapour light-trapping. North Queensland has been 
the focus of three fairly extensive trips in the last few years. 


Several amateur cellections have been obtained by donation 
and incerporated inte the collection. Notable among these were 
Mr. Rowland Illidge's Coleoptera featuring fine collections of 
Buprestids and Cerambycids and Mr. E.J. Dumigan's collection of 
approximately 20,000 Lepidoptera. smaller amateur acquisitions 
include the purchase of Mr. M.J. Manski's Lepideptera and the gift of 
Mro JeA. Beck's collection ef Neuroptera and Homoptera. 
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Today the main collection is housed in a matched set of 40 cedar 
cabinets, each of 14 drawers. Several years ago it was decided to change to 
the modern method of storage using a separate removable tray for each species 
and this task is now almost completed. Coleoptera (182 drawers), Lepidoptera 
(84 drawers plus the Dumigan Collection) and Hemiptera (61 AER ERED are best 
represented but all other orders also feature well. In addition to the 
cabinet portion there are over 300 double sided store boxes of duplicate or 
unworked material sorted into families and 164 jars contain the spirit 
collection. | 


This collection is largely unnamed and represents a good source 
of relatively recently collected material in good condition. Loan requests 
from research workers are welcomed and an opportunity is given them to retain 
a reasonable amount of duplicates. It is not departmental policy to retain 
holotypes and any arising from our material are deposited in the Queensland 
Museum. Paratypes, however, are retained.

CURRENT RESEARCH IN THE ENTOMOLOGY DIVISION OF THE TASMANTAN 
DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE 


Current research in the Tasmanian Entomology Division include the 
following: 


E.J. Martyn is working on aspects of the ecology of Oncopera 
intricata Walk., aphid trapping programmes, the control of the vectors of 
Barley Yellow Dwarf Virus in cereals and the taxonomy of aphids. 


N.M. Hudson is studying pests of pome fruits particularly light brown 
apple moth, and the taxonomy of scales. 


R.J. Hardy has commenced work on the control of Oncopera intricata 
Walk. by insecticides other than D.D.T.; the ecology of Oxycanus fuscomaculatus 
Walk. and the ecology of the clover seed moth Coleophora alcyonipennella Koll. 


A, Terauds is studying the cause of fruit dimpling of apples in the 
Tamar Valley and the control of light brown apple moth. 


L.W. Miller is continuing his studies on phytophagous mites and is 
currently working on the taxonomy of the Tenuipalpidae of Tasmania. 


DR, A.W.S. MAY - 1916-1966. 


Dr. Alan Walter Sydney May died on April 2nd. He was born at Ipswich, 


Queensland on July 22nd, 1916, the second son of Sydney L. May, a noted teacher, 
lecturer and examiner in music and Mary Ellen May, nee Williams, a well-known 
family in that city. He married Beryl, daughter of Dr. F.J. and Mrs. Short of 
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Nambour, and is survived by his widew, daughters Ann, Joan, Kathryn and 
Alison, his parents, brothers Dr. G.M.S. May and Dr. N.D.S. May, and 
sisters Mrs. A.F. Sunners anc Miss Barbara May, all of Brisbane or 
Ipswich. 


Dr. May received his primary and secendary education at the 
West Ipswich State School and Ipswich Grammar School. A resident 
of Emmanuel College, he enrolled in the Faculty of Agriculture, 
University of Queensland and in 1939 graduated with first—class honours 
(Entomology as a major). In 1942 he was awarded his M.Agr.Sc. and 
in 1961 a Ph.D. His theses were "The cotton jassid problem in 
Queensland" and "A taxonomic and bislegical study of the Dacinae in 
Queensland", 


All his working life Dr. May was associated with the Queensland 
Department of Primary Industries. He interrupted his academic training 
to take up a temporary appointment in Entomology, and in 1937 returned to 
the University with a Slade Scholarship. On resuming work with the 
Department in 1939 he commenced what was to be a distinguished career. 

As an Entomologist he was stationed at several centres including 
Normanton, Nambour, Gayndah, Toowoomba (14 years) and Brisbane. In 
1961, on his appointment as Assistant to the Director of Plant industry, 
he relinquished some of his technical work and in January, 1966 was 
premoted to Assistant to the Director—General. Dr. May was a member 
of the Royal Society of Queensland, served as a Committee Member of the 
Queensland Branch of the Australian Institute of Agricultural Science, 
was a Past President ef thé Entomolegical Society of Queensland, and 
Foundation Secretary of the Australian Entomological Nociety. 


An experienced field entomologist, Dr. May was a conscientious, 
consistent and quick worker with a sound approach to insect problems of 
economic impertance. His technical publications covered a wide range 
and were concerned chiefly with pests of cotton, citrus and deciduous 
orchards and vegetable and field creps. Gutside Australia, however, he 
is prebably best known from research on fruit. flies (Trypetidae: Dacinae) 
ef Australia and New Guinea. In a series ef papers he established many 
species, emphasised with ecolegical and morphelegical evidence the 
importance to the taxonomy of the Dacinae of the fused and non-fused 
abdomen, and previded authoritative Queensland hest lists at species level. 
In 1958, at the request of the Australian Agricultural Council and on 
behalf of Commonwealth and State authorities, he visited Hawaii and North 
America to study fruit fly control and commodity treatment against these 
pests. Unfortunately, health worries during the last years of his life 


interfered with Dr. May's special scientific endeavours: he has left behind 


valuable and voluminous data and notes on field studies of Dacinae, only 
some of which had been drafted for publication. 


Alan May's interests were many and varied; probably music and 
reading provided his true recreation and relaxation. He was a keen 
naturalist and gardener, and delighted in growing native flowering shrubs 
frem seeds an enthusiastic sportsman in his youth, he confined his 
activities in later years to golf and fishing and was always a well-— 
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informed supporter of football, cricket and tennis. He will be remembered by a 
host of friends for his kindliness, humour and good fellowship.
